His Court being in ſome meaſure ſenſible of the hand of the Lord being ſtretched 

forth againſt us inthe way of his Judgments, by Sickneſs and War ſhortning our 

numders, waſting the Subſtance of this Wilderneſs People, and that juſtly, for 

thar we have neither anſwered former mercyes, nor hearkned to leſſer ſtrokes, that 
the cauſes of his diſpleaſure are too viſible yer with us, not only by morall Tranſgreſſions, 
found among us, but that we have been foand wanring in walking up to Goſpel enjoyments, 
Profeſſions, and the rules thereof given by our Lord Jeſus, being wanting in love to him, 
and one unto an other, not carying it to others as we would they ſhould doe to us: and for 
that we know itis not in usto repent and reform our felyes , or to provoke others thercto, 
or be examples to them therein as we ſhould, and well knowing thar it is the gift of our ble(- 
ſed Lord Jeſus to give 7 je and remiſtion of Sins, who is cxaltcd for that end to be a 
Prince and a Saviour, and will be ſought unto for the ſame $ and thar if it be the bleſſed will 
of God, we may be ſo fayoured by him, we do hereby ſtir up our ſelves, and all che People 
eo this Colony to cry mightily ro God for this great blelsing, and that we may be joync 
therein, 

T his Court doth appoint and ſer apart the ſecond day of December next to be kept a'd:y of 
ſolemn Humiliation and Prayer throughout the ſeverall Churches, Congregations and Towns 
in this Colony : and all perſons in their reſpeRive places, Magiſtrates, Minifters, and people, 
young and old are required to atrend the ſame, forbearing all ſervile labour thereon, and arc 
earneſtly deſired that we may all labour heartily to be hearty herein before the Lord, and 
implore his grace and fayour, that he would be pleaſed yet to appear for his poor People by 
thoſe that arg already imployed, or may be ſent forth againſt the Enemy, that they may be 
cnabled to fight the Lords Battles, and find his gracious preſence with them, making his 
Arm glorious and victorious over his and our Enemyes,
